JAMES BOND STEELE

LOOKS LIKE DESERTION. 


Attorney General Raney has decided to quit 
Ontario politics. That may not mean that he fore- 
sees the defeat of the Government in the coming 
elections, but the inference will be widely drawn 
and will do no goad to the chance of the adminis- 
tration surviving the ordeal.

A POOR SUBSTITUTE. 


France and Belgium give three reasons why 
they will not accapt Berlin's invitation to get out 
of the Ruhr. First, Germany offers to pay less 
than one-quarter of the sum fixed by the repara- 
tions commission and acknowledged by the Ger- 
man authorities as owing to the Allies; second, 
Germany gives no guarantees that it would pay 
that fraction; third, Germany wants the whole 
reparations question placed in charge of an inter- 
national commission, Whatever fault may be 
found with the manner of their refusal, there can 
hardly be wonder that France and Belgium de- 
clined to accept such a proposal. The prospect of 
collecting by holsling the Ruhr mines would have 
to be pretty poar if it was not better than the 
chance of gettinjy money out of Berlin under that 


scheme, 


EDMONTON IMPORTS POTATOES! 


The Edmonton district is the ‘‘spud’’ country 
of the West. It comes rather as a surprise there- 
fore to note that; potatoes have been brought in 
from southern Alberta and British Columbia dur- 
ing the winter to meet the demand in the city. The 
cause is not that last year’s crop was short, but 
that it was shorter elsewhere. Enough potatoes 
were grown locally to supply the requirements, 
but they were exported last fall to points where a 
scarcity existed, and spring found both the city 
cellars and the pits in the country empty. It is 
commonly assumed that potato farming is only 
profitable in the neighborhod of great industrial 
centres, and tht elsewhere in a farming region 
there is little export demand. Experience in this 
district rather tends to up-set that notion. Potato 
growing has developed into a fairly important 
branch of the flarming industry in this part of the 
province, by renson of an export demand which 
usually absorbs the surplus over local consump- 
tion. That it will grow with the years is to be

MONTREAL IS A SUMMER PORT ONLY. 


Whenever the Hudson's Bay route is men- 
tioned the papers of the Atlantic port cities break 
out in shrieks against its impracticability because 
of ice. The following news clipping from the Mon- 
treal Gazette of April 30th indicates that these 
ports have ice troubles of their own of a suffi- 
ciently serious character to warrant them in being 
more considerate than they are regarding the 
possibility of similar proubles elsewhere. 

Although the ice-breaker Lady Grey reached Mon- 
treal at 6.40 p.m. yesterday, standard time, and reported 
the river clear between Montreal and Quebec, excep- 
tional conditions exist in the Gulf and many freighters, 
in addition to passenger ships, are delayed. A call for 
help was sent out at noon yesterday by the coal- 
carrier Cymric Queen, which reported herself caught 
fast in the ice at Point Michaud, in the vicinity of Cape 
Ray, and in damger of being crushed by the heavy 
floes, ‘The jce-breaker Montcalm was herself jammed 
in the ice at 8 asm. yesterday, according to @ report re- 
ceived by the Shipping Federation, which stated that 
she had worked for two days to free herself without 
success. 

Three of the five possenger Liners now due at this 
port have been diverted to St John or Halifax, and the 
destination of the others was etill uncertain last night 

The vessels which have already received orders to 
proceed to the winter ports are the Montcalm and Meta- 
gama of the Canadian Pacific and the Canada of the 
White Star-Don inion Line, the first of which is expect- 
ed to dock at #1. John tomorrow morning, the Meta- 
gama on Wednesday, while the Canada is due some time 
tomorrow at Halifax. i

WHAT IS A ‘‘MEROHANT'’? 


Parliament is struggling with an amendment 
to the immigration Jaw which is intended to go 
a good way toward the exclusion of Chinese from 
Canada, Absolute exclusion is not aimed at, but 
it is provided that only subjects of that far eas- 
tern land who come as students or merchants will 
hereafter be admissable, These of course are 
elastic terms, and may mean whatever the 
statute and the regulations say they are to mean. 
It is comparatively easy to define a student for 
practical purposes, but to frame an interpretation 
of the word ‘‘merchant’’ which will not permit 
wholesale evasion of the law is not 80 easy. 
It was supposed in past years that the imposition 
of a fairly heavy head-tax would stop the rush 
from China, becauso many of those who might 
want to come would nat have the amount of the 
tax.

And 
the sooner all concerned know wich it is to be 
the better. There would be no advwntage to Can- 
ada or to China in permitting the California situa. 
tion to duplicate itself here on a vaster scale, even 
through fear of ruffling the sensibilities of the 
Chinese authorities. 

It is possible that diplomacy might find a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. Many years ago the Cana- 
dian Minister of Labor made a trip to Japan and 
returned with an agreement by which the Govern. 
ment of that country undertook to restrict within 
certain definite limits the number of its subjects 
who should be allowed to emigrate to Oanada per 
vear. This undertaking seems to have been faith: 
fully observed, and there is no indication that 
Japan has felt itself aggrieved or injured. The 
Chinese Government—or Governments as the case 
would have no ground for complaint if 
they were politely asked to accept an arrange: 
ment such as has been found satisfactory to their 
neighbors. If they consented, an exclusion meas- 
ure would not be needed. If they refused, the 
necessity of an exclusion measure would not be 
obvious, whatever reaction it might produce at 
Pekin or elsewhere.
